MA 
ot the Dooriniean Msten have been sent 
there and have eetabUdied the Oonvant 
of St. Rose of Lima. Their new school 
is attached to the parish of St. Rose of 
Lima, of which the Rev. Father M. J. 
I'arrelly is pastor. Sister Alexia, who 
was Miss Brigid O'Sullivan, of this city, 
is the Mothter Superior of- the new con- 
vent and director of the achool. 

The Dominican Sisters are members of 
a great teaching order, whidi haa now 
twenty-fhiee novitiala honen in the 
United Statee. Tbeee hoosn are located 
ss far east as Massachusetts and aa far 
west ss SpaMing, Kas., and aa for aouth 
as Memphis. More than -«(^ Sisters arc 
engaged in the work of teaching the 
young. Kentuckians slioulii Ik- esjiocially 
proud of the Don'iiiican Sisters, a.s the 
order was foumlcil by Kentucky girls at 
Springfield in 1822. Since that time the 
order hsk grown and flourished until 
brandi honen have been eetabllshed all 
over land. In LonlsvUle the Domini- 
can Sisters conduct the Holy Rosary 
Academy, oi> Ormsby avenue, and the 
St. I/Oois Hertrand parochial school. At 
Springfield they conduct St. Catherine's 
Academy for girls.

Later he spent four years 
studying theology and canon law at the 
great university at Innsbruck, Austria.

Bcfor^ his ordination Father 
Reieiuiaa recdved the degree of Doctor 
of Canon Law.

The sad Intel ligenca of the death of 
Sister HUdegsrdc, at Nsssreth, brought 
sorrow to many homes in Louisville. She 

died at 2 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, 
but the news of her death did uot reach 
Louisville in time to permit any member 
of her family to attend the funeral. Sister 
Hiklegarde was sixty years of age and 
had been a meml>er of the Sisters of 
Charity at Nazareth more than thirty- 
five years. Before entering the order she 
was Mln Anna O'Daly. Bom at St 
Mary'a of the Kaobe, Ind., she came to 
Lonleville with her family when quite s 
small child and waa well known in this 
city before entering the convent. She 
was a sister of Capt. ICugene O'Daly, of 
the Louisville detective force, and of 
Capt. John O'Ddy, of Seventh and Zaae 
streeta. 

After aervlng her novitiate Sister Hilde- 
garde waa made a teacher of fancy needle- 
work at Nazareth Academy. Owing to 
her great cxecntive ability she was on 
nimeroas oecadoos sent to fooad new 
miedons, notably those st HardiadMug 
sad Frankfort, Ky. She waa likewise 
the first Mother Superior of St Peter's 
Orphan Asylum at Lowell, Maaa. At the 
latter place she was taVf ii il! three years 
ago. Her ailment was catarrh of the 
stomach. She was ordere<l home with 
the view of restoring her to health, but 
the malady had gained such headway 



that she ssnk oonthnslly and dowly 
until death came to her relief. She died 
as she lived, with charity to all and ill- 
will for none. On Thursday of last wedc 
her brother, Capt. Rugene O'Daly, and 
his estimable wife visited Na/areth and 
spent several hours at the heilsiilo of 
Siater Hildegarde, who knew that her 
earthly career was at as end. Her prayera 
and her tho^bts even then were not for 
hetaelf f W for the dear ones she wee 
leevinK behind. Death came to her as a 
peacefnl aleep to a worn ont dilld. On 
Sunday she was laid to reat in the quiet 
little chnrchyard at Nazareth. Mssses 
were offered for the repose of her soul at 
more than fifty convents on Sunday and 
at the Cathedral and St. I^uis Rertrand 
church the prayers of the congregation 
were offered that she might rest in peace.

Col. Mlchad MdMeon has aearing 

completion a handl^e family monu- 
ment for the Keene family of Milwaukee. 
The monument is to be thirty feet in 
lH■i^;llt and is made of Vermont granite 
The ilesign is that of an Ionian cross, 
similar to the handsome Muldoon family 
monument in Cave Hill cemetery. The 
order for the monnmeot waa given by 
the Hon, Franda Keene, United SUtes 
Conanfat Florence, Italy. Mr. Keene wss 
formerly a newspaper writer and later 
a State Senator in tha Wiaconsin Ivegisla- 
ture. He was appointed United States 
Consul and left for his post last May. 
Mr. Keone married a Louisville lady. 
Miss Hniory Seniple, so that he is almost 
as much at home in Louisville as in Mil- 
waukee. In a recent letter to Col. Mul- 
doon Mr. Keene inquires for a number of 
Louisville people and invitee the Colonel 
and his family to visit him hi Italy. 

The lohlan cron takes its name from 
the islaUd of Ions, the place to which St. 
Columba, or St. Cohtmbkille, waa ban- 
iahed from Ireland. Its ground was made 
ncre<l by the lives of .St. Cohiniha and 
his followers and for centuries was the 
burial place of kings, not only of Ireland 
and Scotland, but of ruleis as far South 
as the Mediterranean sea. Duncan, King 
of Scotland, who was murdered by Mac- 
beth, was the last monarch laid to rest on 
lona. It was from that Island that the 
Irish costotn ol wakes is said to have 
originated. When the body of a dead 
monarch was brought for interment the 
monks conducted jj^qgions rites and cere- 
monies f6r several days before the inter- 
ment took place. The Ionian cross is 
somewhat similar to the Irish cross, for 
in addition to the cross proper it has a 
circle aronnd the arras of the cross. 

The Keene monument when erected 
will be an nnnensUy handsome one snd 
will be finished with the good taste for 
which the Maldoon Monument Company 
is noted. This nme company only a few 
years ago erected the |600,000 monument 
for the Mackey family in New York.

The R^iht Rev. Monsignor Oeigan, 

Preddent of St. Patrick's College, May- 
nootb, died very recently in Ireland, aiid 
the whole country mourns. Moturignor 
Gargan wss bom in the County Meath in 
1819 At the age of seventeen he entered 
Maynooth and was ordained in 184.1. He 
then went '.o Paris, where he l>ecame 
professor of metaphysics in tbe Irish col- 
lege. Two years later he returned to 
Maynooth and was appduted to the cluir 
of humonily.* 

Father Gaigan knew iotimatdy every 
member of the Cdholic hiersrehy now 
living snd many long dnoe dead, bsddes 
being scqwainted with every pried who 
studied at Maynooth daring the last sixty 
years. At his death Cardinal I.^ne 
officiated at the solemn mass of re(juiem.

AN OOKHJS COMPARISON. 

Tbt editors of two local 
paper* raooBtf jr atrave to draw a 

comparison between Robert Emmet, 
the Irish patriot and martyr, and 
Caleb Powers, thrice convicted of 
being one of the codspirators in the 
the plot to assassinate the 
late Gov. Goebel. Thi.s compari- 
son is not only odious to Irish and 
Irlsh-Americans, bat ii a desecra- 
tion little short of sacrilege. Rob- 
ert Knimet was a high type of man- 
hood, well bred, intellectual, intelli- 
fent, broadtinindcd and with an 
undying love for his fellow-man. 
lie loved his country better than 
his own life. He gave his fortune, 
his iatenect, his edaosUoo and his 
very life ibr tha liberty of his 
country. 

Caleb Powers has none of the 
attribnt^ of Emmet. His sole 
stock in trade seems to have been 
ambition, the ambition which 
"oerleapa itself and falls on t'other 
aide.'.' Bmmct fought openly for 
liberty, while Powers brought hands 
of mountain feudists to the State 
capital to inaugurste a reign of 
terror in order that he might graap 
the emoluments of nn ofTice. Ivra- 
met was ever the k-ader, and even 
with death staring him in the face 
declined to wunc Ids colleagues 
who were striving with him for the 
liberty of their oppressed land. 
Powers fled to I<ouisville, while the 
assassin lay itt wsit fbr Senator 
Goebel. 

What a comparison — Kmmet and 
Powers! The Irish have been ac- 
cused of many crimes, but never of 
a.ssassination. Of course few Irish- 
Americans who read the editorials 
in tlw daily papers toolt tliem seri- 
ously. The editors sought to point 
out here and there alleged similar- 
ities in the careers of Emmet and 
lowers, but as Poo*Bah says, tliey 
were "merdy corrobor a tive details, 
intended to give an air of verisim- 
ilitnde to a bald and unconvincing 
narrative." It was simply a play 
for the Irish-American vote. 

Not many years ago a Protestant 
minister queered the RepubUcan 
Presidential tidtet in the national 
campaign by referring to the Irish 
in connection with ' 'Rum, Roman 
ism and RebeUion." Col. Belknap 
had better call off his editors before 
he meets the fsto of Jamco G. 
Blaine. 

The Irish people, whether in Ire- 
land or America, will fight for their 

rights, but wTien they do fight it is 
in the open and under the folds of 
their green flag. Aassaasination 
and ambush are distinctively not 
Iri.sh. Rest assured that the Irish- 
Americans of Kentucky will resent 
the compi^iaoB between ^nnet 
and Powers; that they will fight on 
November 3, and instead of using 
a rifle behind the shelter of a dark- 
ened room will use the ballots of 
American citizens. 



A TDUCHINO TRIBUTB. 

That the works ol the good live 
after them we know. We see 
evidences every day that the good 
a mao does upon earth does not 
fdlow him into the grave. But a 

touching and striking illustration 
of the fact that good works will 
live after their author has gone to 
his eternal reward was giveo us 
last week, when betWCOO 1,800 and 
2,000 men, women and children 
made a pilgrimage to the grave of 
the lamented Monsigflor Bouchet. 
It was the fiftieth anniversary of 
his ordination, and bad he lived it 
would have been celebrated In a 
style befitting the occasion, prob- 
ably not by Father Bouchet, but 
by the friends who loved to honor 
him. He abhorred di^lay for liim- 



self, and had the celebration of 
his golden jubilee been left to him* 
adf he might have spent it much 
as any other day, in doing good 
among the poor and distressed. 
But he died six BMMifhs ago, died 
as he had lived, praying to his 
God. His remains were laid to 
rest in the little graveyard at Naza- 
reth, his fttvorite retreat. 

But in the grave he was not for- 
gotten, and when a few of his 
friends arranged to make a pilgrim 
age to his resting place on the 
fiftieth anniversary of his ordina- 
tion, the news spread rapidly and 
the few swelled into thoaaands. 
Two traina laden with people made 
the journey to Nazareth. It was 
no holiday, no outing. No bands 
of stirring mtisic were there 
to enliven the occasion. No, 
it was a heartfelt tribute from 
a people who bad lost a tender 
father. The great oMjority of 
those who made the pilgrimage 
were men and women in the ordi- 
nary walks of life, men and women 
who depend for their bread upon 
the sweat of their brows. They 
went in all kindliness and gentle- 
ness to lay the rosary of their tears 
upon hia grave, and to offer thdr 
prayers for the repose of him who 
had been more to them than father. 
It was a touching and edifying 
spectade, a truly Oatholie qiec- 
tacle, .showing to the world that 
Catholics honor their priests in 
death as well as in life.

THE ROSARY GOIFIttltllin 



In another column will be found the 
programme for the devotion to the 
Holy Rosary as it will t>e practiced at St. 
I/Nris Bertrand's church this month, and 
mora especially the aolamn celebrationa 
of Reaaiy Soaday to be.beld lomutr ew 
aftcraooo. One of tbe Domiaican Path- 
era baa writtea the fbUowiag deacription 
of the maary for tbe ICmtneky Xriab 
American: 

The ro.sary teaches us in the plainest 
manner all the virtues and sweetly leads 
its votaries to practice them. It is for 
this reasou particularly that the rosary is 
the source of all the merit claimed for it. 
Who more frequently, mote grandly and 
mofe opaaly proftaaea hia faith than tbe 
pionaRoaatiaa? Who baa a tro a g er bopea 
while yet on earth of reigning with Jeaoa 
and Mary in their kingdom than he? His 
trust is abaolutely free from presumption. 
He relies on the l>loo<l of Jesus and on the 
intercession of Mary with Jesus to make 
him fit to enter into the home of the just, 
to make him correspond with the graces 
that are given to him. Wbo has more 
ardent charity than be who faithfully 
compliea with all tbe obligatioaa of the 
Roaary Coofraternity? 

What ia the confraternity of tlie roaary? 
A coofntemity in the Catholic church is 
a collection, a gathering, an aggregation, 
an aaaodatloa of Catholica united by cer- 
tain apiritnal bonda and existing for cer- 
tain spiritual ends. The l>ond which unites 
the mcml;ers of the confraternity of the 
roaary is vocal and mental prayer, which 
constitute the holy roaary. The object or 
end of tbe confraternity u firat of all tbe 
sanctification of tbe l«dividnal member 
and tbea tbe aaactificatlon of felhrv- 
membcfa. 

Tbe obligatioaa of the confraternity an 
ao alight that tbay do not in any way ia- 
terfen with aay other daty. Coaaa 
queatly aay oaa amy Jola it, X^men 
who an ■MHI^M- confraterni- 
tiea caa ala«HilM|HBaternity of the 
roaary aad Mw^^^^^bonderful help 
in their daily ava^^^^^Blellgiona man 
aad women hav«||HmKat tbey fooad 



it a great spiritual help. Most nf the 
Popea for centuries have belungo I to it. 
In ita raiAa there have been Cardinals, 
Biabe^'an prieata unnumbered. 

Oar bttc Holy Father Leo XIII., called 
tbe "Pope of the Roaary," in many let- 
tera and encyclicals urged moat earnestly 
the great devotion of the rosary. In the 
encyclical of 1883 Leo XIII., after dwell- 
ing upon tbe many and neat advantages 
which result from Uie laevalian of tbe 
roaary, aaid : 

"Not only, then, do we invite all Chris- 
tiana to apply themaelves, whether in 
public or in their own homea and bearta 
of their own familiea, to the recitation of 
tbia piona office of the rosary and to con- 
tinue without weariness In this holy prac- 
tice, but we desire that the month of 
October in this year should be entirely 
consecrate<i to the Holy Queen of the 
Rosary." 

Tbia desire of the Holy Father was of 
conrae gladly acceded to by his world- 
wide flack, and the consecration of an 
entiro month to the roaary pleaaed the 
Catholic world ao well aaid proved pro- 
ductive of such excellent results tbatever 
since Octolier has, by universal consent, 
been set apart for this particular devotion 
and l)econie, as it were, another May, no 
day of which the practical Catholic al- 
lows to pass without honoring the Blesse<l 
Virsin oy the pious recitation of her 
beada. 

The three principal conditions of mem- 
bership are aa followa: First— The per- 
son wubing to beoome a member Should 
have bis name entered upon tbe register 
of tbe confraternity. This may be done by 
banding one's name (Christian and sur 
name) to any Dominican priest or t)y 
sending it to any Dominican convent. 
Seconal— The rosary l>ea(ls must be blessed 
by a Dominican father or by a priest who 
has received facaltiea from the superior 
of the Oomiaicaaa for the purpoae. 
Third— The whcde roaary of fifteen mya- 
teriea ahonld be aaid ead week. 

Pope Leo XIII., in his Apostolic Con- 
stitution, wrote: "The Confraternity 
therefore is open to receive persons in all 
ranks and callings, exacting no payment 
of money as a condition of inenit^rship, 
but .seeking to bind them to each other 
by the one bond of tbe common recita- 
tion of the rosary." 

It baa been tbe cnatom of the Domini- 
can fathera of St. Loaia Bertrand'a 
chureh, at Sixth aad 8t Catherine 
atieeta, for many years past to have a 
solemn reception of membera into the

We have not space to devote to the 
enumeration of the wonderful indul- 
gences that may be gained by members of 
tbe Roaary Confraternity. But we ex- 

filain briefly the most wonderful of all 
ndulgencea, that of the Totiea Quoties, 
that may be gained on the first Sunday 
of ()ctol)er. This wonderful indulgence 
could be gained formerly in compara- 
tively few places, but later the privilege 
has been extended to every church in 
which the confraternity of the tosary has 
Ijeen canonically erected, and the privi- 
lege extends also to all the faithful. This 
great indulgence is called tbe Poitiun- 
cula of the Roaary Confraternity. 

The phrase Totiea Quotiea means "as 
often as." Hence a plenary indulgence 
Totiea Quotiea meana a plenarv indul- 
gence aa often aa the viait is msde to the 
rosary altar, provided tbe other condi- 
tions are complied with. The conditions 
are: Confession, communion, prayers for 
the Pope's intention. A plenary indul- 
gence may be gained for each <iistinct 
visit made to the rosary chapel or altar 
from first vespers of the feast, Saturday 
afternoon, till sundown on tbe feast of 
the Holy Rosary— first Saaday of October. 

How grand ia the Confraternity of 
the Rosary! What a wealth of graces 
the Rosarian may obtain through the 
roaaryl Next to the holy sacrifice of the 
,maaa and the stations of the cross, there 
ia no form of prayer in the church so 
richly iiidulgence<l as the rosary. It 
were well for Catholics did they know 
more Mbout this grand coufrateuity, and 
seek to become meml>ers of it. The con- 
scientious member of tbe Roaary Con- 
fraternity surely seems predestined for 
heaven. 

Who manifests more real charity for 
his neighbor than the faithful Rosarian? 
Whatever he wishes for himself he begs 
of God through Mary to grant his neigh- 
l>or. The Our Father and Hail Mary he 
recites so often are so many acts of 
love for his neiglitxjr, that is, for all 
mankind. But tbe merit of him who 
recitea the roaary ia not confined to the 
theological virtnea; it extenda by desire 
to all the virtnaa, aad we kaow that 
when the desire la alncera it ataada before 
God for the act itself. Verily, tbe true 
Rosarian desires to have all virtues; he 
asks for them, and he sincerely proposes 
to himself, with the help of Go<l and tbe 
intercession of the ever Immaculate Mary 
to acquire all. Who can calculate the 
immense uumlier of merits that he ac 
quires by each rosary he redtss? Blosins, 
a moat grave author, tells ns tbat it baa 
been enmaSly revealed to a Carthnaian 
father that for each romrv well recited 
"an infinity of merits is acquired by 
thoae reciting it." 

But tbe Rosarian has within his reach 
many i>ther advantages 1>esides those just 
named or only referred to, liecause, in 
addition to the merits which a member of 
the confraternity amasses by himself, 
provided he has bad bia name recorded in 
the confraternity book, and provided be 
recites tbe whole roaaiy oooe a weak, he 
participatca ia the menta of all the other 
membera of the confraternity. According 
to an e xpr ea s declaration of several 
Masters General of the order of Friars 
Preachers, to whom has been confided by 
the }'oj)e8 the direction of the confra- 
leinity, every member who recites the 
rosary is aduiittetl during hia life and 
after his death to participation in all the 
good works that are done or will be done 
at any time by aay or all of the members 
of tbe three ocdeca of 8t Dominic, and 
by the brothera and aiatera of the confra- 
ternity of the roaary. 

Tbat ia, be haa a aharo ia the merita of 
the ansteritiea, prayers, sacrifioea, and of 
the apoatolic labors of every description 
which are undertaken for the greater 
glory of God by all tbe friars-preachers in 
all their couvents and missions through- 
out the world; he participates in all the 
goixi that ia done or will be done throagh* 
out the world by the daughters of St 
Doafdaie, or by the Dominican Sistera 
co aa e cr a t ed to God in rdigion; he abarea 
in all the merita of the brothers and 
sistera of the third order, which is so 
numerous and ao widely established in 
Christendom; he participates in all the 
good done or yet to be done by so many 
myriads of meui))er9 of the Roaary Con- 
fraternity which is to be found scattered 
all over the church. 

Finally, the members of tbe Rosary 
Confraternity ahara not only in the 
merita of; their living confreres, and 
alao in those of tbe sons and daugh- 
ters of St. Dominic still living, but they 
are admitted by a apccial privilege which 
Mary has obtained for them from her Son, 
as she herself has revealed to Blessed Alan, 
to share during life aud after death in all 
the merits of all the saints, beatified aud 
holy persons of the three orders of St. 
Dominic from their very foundition, and 
also in the merita of Ml tbe members of 
the Roaary Confraternity that departed 
thia life in the state of gn«e from its very 



We can, at least to some extent, ap- 
preciate both the value of the favor pro- 
cured for her dearly loved Rosarians by 
our good BMtber, aad coassqneutly 
their seenrity with tegard to reaching 
heaven if we oaly take into account that 
tbe Dominican order haa 267 aaints and 
beatified persons enjoying in God's 
church today an approved worship; if 
we reflect that this same glorious order 
has given in the thirteenth century i:{,H70 
and in the sixteenth century 26,000 mar- 
tyrs to tbe embraces of Jesus and Mary, 
and if we atill further take into conaider- 
atioa the incalcnlable namber of Romr- 
iana in heaven, their anmbcr mast be 
immense from what our beloved mother 
has said to Blessed Alan. 

Now in the merits of all those named 
tlie meml)ers of the Rosary Confraternity 
whil.st liviiig and after death participate. 
Surely we have a right to infer tbat the 
lot of Rosarians bas oeen at all times and 
ever will be moat aecnra, and we may 
well exclaim: Bleaaed indeed are the 
members of tbe confraternity of the moat 
holy roaarv! Blessed for the reaaoaa 
given, and blessed becsuae of tbe cheer- 
ing words contained in other declarations 
tnade by our sweet mother in their favor 
to Blessed Alan. 

In the revelations made by the holy 
mother of God to the restorer of the 
rosary she announced first that God has 
written before-hand in tbe Book of Life 
the names of thoae who have themselves 
enrolled in the .Coafrmtemity of tbe 
rosary; aecondly, that devotion to the 
Roaary is a brilliant aign of predestina- 
tion; thirdly, that her love for the mem- 
bers of the Rosary Confraternity sur- 
pass)'s the united love of all mothers for 
an only son, that of all wives together 
for a tenderly cherished husbanil, tliat of 
all brothers and sisters for one another, 
and all tbe reciprocal affection of all tbe 
moat perfectly attached frienda on earth. 
Fnrthermora ahe atated that sooner than 
let any of her Roaarians perish eternally 
she would be willing to renounce her 
glory in heaven until the end of the 
world, and that she would come herself 
on earth and do penance for them! We 
may well say that the rosary is an infinite 
treasure of merits, and that ('.<xl in giv- 
inn us Mary — the Queen of tbe Rosary- 
has giyea nsall tbiags with ber
